Bleriot Planning Huge ~ 
Trans-Oceanic Plane 


Passengers Could Ride Inside Its Wings, and 
if Forced Down at Sea Hull Could 
Be Used as Boat. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Twen- 
ty years after he pioneered the 
way, by air across the English 
Channel, over which tens of thou- 
sans now fly annually, Louis Ble- 
riot in France is bending his ef- 
forts toward establishment of rcg- 
ular trans-Atlantic air servicc. 
The tiny craft in which he flew 
from Calais, France, to Dover, En- 
gland July 25, 1909, is a far cry 
from the huge flying boat Bleriot 
now plans to carry passengers and 
cargo across the Atlantic by way 
of the Azores. 

In his factory in France there 
is under construction a plane he 
expects to be the forerunner of 
planes making regular trips across 
the ocean, It is a monoplane fly- 
ing boat 62 feet long, with a wing 
spread of 91 feet. It will have a 
cruising range of 3000 miles and 
will be equipped with the latest di- 
rection finding and other radio 
equipment. 

With this plane it is planned to 
make long flights over Africa and 
Asia and then an ocean hop to ob- 
tain data for use in constructing 
the trans-Atlantic plane Bleriot has 
designed. This craft now only on 
paper, will have wings so thick 
passengers may be seated within 
them. There will be four engines 
developing 3200 horespower. . 

The hull of the monoplane will 
be seaworthy, and in case the plane 
should be forced down on the ocean 
the wings could be detached and 
the hull make port as a boat. 

Bleriot visions a fleet of these 
huge planes making regular trips 
to America by way of the Azores, 
which he considers the most feasi- 
ble youte for trans-Atlantic air 
service. 

“I am nov too old to fly,” says 


] Bleriot, who is »7, “but I still work 


for the future and progress of avia- 
tion.” 


His ontribution to aviation al- 
ready has been great. The 25-miie 
‘light acrosg the English channel 
20 years ago was an epoch. It 
opened new possibilities in the use 
of aircraft. Many before him had 
tried and failed, but Bleriot proved 
it could be donc. 

The little Bleriot monoplane, 
with 24-foot wing spread and 25- 
horsepower engine, was badly buf- 
feted by the wind in its flight 
across the channel. Its landing 
gear was wrecked when  Bleriot 
landed on a hillside on the En- 
glish shore. Three friends, an En- 
glish constable and two laborers 
composed his reception committee, 

Bleriot began experimenting 
with flying machines in 1900, first 
trying a flapping wing affair. Aft- 
er the Wrights showed the way in 
1903. he progressed rapidly and 
his monoplanes became famous 
beth in Europe and America.

| THE GARNISHING FOODS 


aaa 


e OW is the time when foods 


have to be dressed up a bit to 
appeal to the jaded appetites 
of the overfatigued family mem- 


bers. 

This does not mean to scatter a 
few sprigs of parsley on the meat, 
the salad and the fish. Each re- 
quires its individual garnish, and 
no two dishes at the same meal 
should be garnished alike. Most 
housewives use a garnish that may 
be eaten as part of the food it 
adorns. 

Celor is now largely produced 
in the garnish, especially on light 


’ colored foods, but it is usually 
' combined with a little green such 


as cress, chicory, peppers or pars- 
ley. Chicory makes the most at- 
garnish in its shaded green 


Fruit is a favored garnish. For 
instance, grapes, tiny clusters of 
them, make an effective garnish 
for a fish. Lemon slices and chic- 
ory or, if you prefer it, parsley 
are used with the grapes. Pineap- 
ple, has become a popular garnish 
for lamb and other meats, and 
grapes or grapefruit are often 
used, Bits of fruit jellies also serve 
as a garnish. 

The possibilities of olives, pimen- 
tos and nuts as garnishes are well 
known to most housekeepers. Both 
red and green peppers, also radish- 


es, are used, and when a yellow). 


garnish is desired oranges or 
grated carrots are used. Be care- 
ful not to overdo the garnishing. 
It should be simple but artistic. 
Do not garnish every dish served 
at the same meal, and use edible 
garnishings.
